The prior art does not disclose or suggest the claimed invention particularly 
characterized as an element for modulating area (e.g. such as for modulating light), 
comprising a system in which occupation area is changed by a molecular change 
induced by an electric field, wherein the modulating element includes a complex of 
organic molecule and a metallic ion, wherein the organic molecule has side chains each 
of which is structurally changed under application of electric field, and wherein the 
organic molecule has an "anisotropy of dielectric constant" (i.e. has an anisotropic 
dielectric constant). 

The invention is particularly applicable to a visual display where the claimed 
element can be formed to modulate light intensity at a pixel of a display.
